Moat of
the dead are forelgners, whose homes
were beyond the western [mits of the
city. Four of them are women.

The street car, one of the largest
in service, was heavlly loaded with
passengars homeward bound from
their day's work.

LAW MAKERS

Harrisburg.—A bill designed to bring
the 200,000 soft coal miners in the State
under the provisions of the proposed
workmen's compensation law was pre
sented In the Sendte by Senator Mar
tin, of Clearfield. The bill Is some
what similar to the one now before
the Leglslature relating to hard coal
miners. Under the present mining
Inws coal operators must seléect mine
foremen from among men who had
been granted certificates by the Siate
after an examination as to their
competency,

Under court rulings, coal companles
are not responsible for the aets of
minu foremen because the companies
did not have the right of free selec-
tlon of the men. Under the bill just
presented the companles may select
foremen without regard to whether
they have certificates or not and the
mine employes are brought under the
direct supervision of the companies,
